IN THE RAILROAD WORLD 


That tho ajiplo Industry in New 


England Is growing rapidly Is shown 
by an Interesting letter in the March 
Issue ol ^New England Farms, tho 
monthly agricultural bulletin Issued 
by the Industrial department of Ilia 
Boston and Maine railroad. That It 
is almost Impossible to secure any 
largo number of Baldwin apple trees 
is convincing evidence that the peo- 
ple are waking up to the possibilities 
of this section for fruit growing, and 
It Indicates that the efforts now being 
made In several directions toward this 
end are bearing results^ The letter; 
addressed to the industrial depart- 
ment, follows: 


Gentlemen: 
Until I reached Con- 


cord I was not aware that the de- 
mand' for apple trees 
was 
caused 


largely by the work of the Boston ana 
Maine railroad. 
I find there is a 


large call for them. I began to no- 
tice it back in the fall in October and 
•wondered what the cause of It was. I 
learned that Brown Brothers wore 
practically out of apple trees in No- 
vember, and I have been Informed 
hy my company, Chase 
Brothers, 


that the standard 
apple trees are 


nearly exhausted -with all the reliable 
nurseries. It Is very evident that the 
work that 'the industrial department 
of the Boston and Maine railroad has 
been doing along this line is the causo 
of the great demand. Since the first 
of December I liave been under orders 
not to sell more than twelve apple 
trees to any one person. 
Have al- 


ready turned down one order calling 
for, two hundred Baldwin apples. 
The Boston and Maine railroad de- 
serves much credit from the business 
men all over New England and es- 
pecially New .Hampshire, but it bene- 
fits all lines of business; and I am 
glad to see tjie good work go on.

Other interesting matters referred 


to in the March number relate to the 
growing of muskmclons, and tho ad- 
vantage of spraying apple trees. Mr. 
F. L. Weare writes interestingly ou 
the former subject, and Mr. J. T. 
Moore of Boscawen tells of his ex- 
perience and profit In spraying apple 
trees. Mr. Moore arrives at the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 


"From my experiments and tho best 


information obtained from adjoining 
farms tho New Hampshire hillsides 
will produce an average of one barrel 
of apples per tree (after ten years) 
with little or no care, forty trees to 
the acre. 
By spraying, cultivating 


and fertilizing they will produce threo 
to five barrels of apples per tree, 
worth one-third more per barrel, true 
value; that Is, value of apples In or- 
chard. 
The average 
Income, treo 


value, as New Hampshire orchards 
have been cared for, is $30 to ?40 per 
acre; add $50 for labor and chemicals, 
etc., necessary for spraying, cultivat- 
ing and fertilizing, and the Inconio 
will be ?150 to $300 per acre, figuring 
apples worth $1 per barrel on thb 
trees or $2 per barrel delivered Iff 
Boston. 


"Before setting, out my young or- 


chard of some 2500 trees, I secured 
some excellent information from a 
farmer who has a ten-acre orchard, 
and who kept books, so that I hud. 
something more than hearsay or guess 
work as a basis. 
The orchard re- 


ferred to had been set out somo 
twenty years and paid an average of 
?400 per year, for the ten years fol- 
lowing tho time the trees matured. 
There was very little income the first 
ten years from the t'me the trees were 
set. 
This orchard had been used as 


'a' sheep pasture and had been neither 
sprayed nor cultivated, yet produced 
a net income of ?1 per tree per year 
(taking value of apples en trees) but 
as one-third to two-thirds • of Ins 
f^uft was destroyed by Insects, ft Is 
easy to see that the income would 
have been much larger had the trees 
been sprayed." 


There Is Interesting matter In the 


dairy, poultry,, horse and home de- 
partments, and the issue as a whole 
may he regarded as the best yet pre- 
pared by the Industrial department.
